Analysis of Conditions 
Given by Senior Trade 
Official 


MONTREAL, Sept. 8 Because 
in a general way, Canada’s rise to 
and fall from good times has lagged 
in point of time behind that of other 
leading countries, because of the 
Dominion's power to resist depres- 
sion, of its efforts to meet the diffi- 
cult economic situation, of its re- 
cuperative ability*and of improving 
world conditions, “the Dominion in 
the comparatively near future may 
enter more peaceful waters in which 
the barques of industry and com- 
merce may again set sail for better 
tinres 

This is the conclusion of an ex- 
haustive analysis of Canadian con- 
ditions during 1932-33 contained in 
the report on economic conditions 
in Canada drafted by F. W. Field, | 
His Majesty's senior trade commis- 
sioner in Canada and Newfound- 
land, and made public yesterday 

Efforts to meet depression may 
have to be intensified before nor- 
malcy returns, says the report. But 
“two factors that appear likely to 
pull the Dominion out of the world- 
wide depression are, firstly, the na- | 
tion's own efforts—and opinion! 
seems to be unanimous that these 
must be of a drastic character 
and, secondly, the general improve 
ment in world conditions which 
naturally will find sharp reflec 
tions in Canada’s trade, industry 
and business 

The report, some 300 pages long 
includes a detailed study of the 
financial position, the tariff, social 
questions production, industry 
transportation and trade 

Favorable and unfavorable in- 
fluences on the Canadian wheat 
situation are listed, the report con- 
cluding that generally a founda- 
tion for better things during the 
1933-34 crop year has been built 
“A much stronger position appears 
to be developing,” the report say 

History of the government's as 
sistance to the wheat pools is given 
and on this point, the report con- 
cludes: “In the view of the gov- 
ernment, the steadiness which has 
developed in the wheat market ha 
undoubtedly vindicated the action 
taken The question of ultimate 
liability will depend entirely upon 
the future €ourse of wheat price

A despatch from Ottawa announces that a par 
liamentary committee at the next session of 
parliament will investigate the Radio Commission 
and decide whether it shall be continued or altered 
In the meantime, there is @ drop of over 300,000 
in the number of radio licenses issued and various 
organizations in the English-speaking provinces are 
protesting against the French programs which have 
been forced on them by the Radio Commission. It 
would be interesting to know if the great drop 
in the number of those taking out radio licenses 
is a form of silent boycott of the Radio Commission 
for its French language programs, or is merely 
proof that the depression is hitting the radio-own- 
ing class worse this year than last 


There is irony over the discord raised by the 
French programs in the English-speaking provinces. 
Quebec was the only province to take legal steps 
to dispute the federal claim to control of the air, 


taking the issue to the Privy Council. Having 
been forced to give the Commission authority 
over its radio stations, Quebec seems to have 


scored a victory in defeat by having French pro- 
grams forced onto the English-speaking provinces. 

A French-Canadian newspaper columnist in the 
west recently undertook to defend the policy of 
the Commission in its French-language programs 
for the west by asserting that French is an official 
language for Canada. So it but not for the 
radio. The scope in which the French language 
is a legal language in Canada is set out in section 
133 of the B.N.A, Act and has been enunciated by 
the late Senator Napoleon Belcourt in his capacity 
as president of the French-Canadian Congress, and 
by the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier in his capacity as 
Premier of Canada. 

Sir Wilfrid in the 1905 debates on the formation 
of the western provinces said: 

“The Fathers of Confederation did not pre- 
tend to authorize the French language in any 
part of the Dominion except in this Parliament 
and in the province of Quebec. Everywhere 
else the people were left free to deal with it 
as they saw fit.” ® 
Senator Belcourt was even more explicit. With 

his authority as a senator, as former Speaker of 
the House and as a member of the bars of Ontario 
and Quebec, he told the French-Canadian Congress 
that the French language has no legality anywhere 
in Canada outside of Quebec except in the federal 
Parliament, in the federal courts and for the print-
